honor of Admiral Yamamoto. 


No IIl-Feeling Exists.

ence or ill-feeling of any sort what 
soever. There is not the slightes 
cause for anxiety in the American 
Japanese relations, and if there i+ 
any it is not because of the actua!

demagogic influence of some unwar 
ranted press talk, that often tends t 
drive even the calmest temper of the 
public into a whirl of tempestuous 
rage.”

Speaking at the luncheon at the 
Hotel Astor, Admiral Yamamoto said 
among other things: 

“Our interests commercially and 
otherwise are se intimately — inter 
woven and the cordial relations be- 
tween us of filty years standing are 
of so firm a nature, than I can confi 
dently affirm that they will never be 
destroyed by mere trifling incidents. 

“It is trve that lately some dark- 
some clouds did appear in one quar- 
ter of the sky, still Pip voting but 
a local squall, ‘and ¢ not in any 
way represent the general state of jhe 
weather, and even this élight cloud 
will soon be dispelled.”

Lacombe, July Li—Crop conditions 
and prospects in this ‘district were 
never better. That is the universal 
verdict of every farmer and old tim- 
er you meet here. In truth it would 
be impossible to imagine better crops 
than what one sees travelling in any 
direction from this town. The oat 
crop promises in the majority of fielde 
to produce a greater yield than ever 
before. Four miles southeast of the 
town at Greenbank farm, I saw a 
field ot oats containing 50 acres which 
the owner was a better crop than 
what grew on o similar field last 
year from which he threshed 124 
yushels to the acre all round. This 
field is an example of hundreds to 
be seen in a day’s journey. 

Weather Conditions Idea!,

ECONOMIC MARVEL 


Of Twentieth Century, Equailing 
Progress Made by Western 
States in Past Year

A couple of years ago it was a well- | 
founded complaint of Canadians that | 
American magazines, notwithstanding | 
a large circulation in Canada, pub-j| 
lished so few articles concerning Can- 
ada or things Canadian. It is a fault 
that has been somewhat remedied this 
year. Articles on “Canada shave” beer 
numerous. This one from a late issue 
of Harper's Weekly is quite readable. | 
It says :— 

“The June number of the American 
Review of Reviews contains no fewer 
than four. articles which, taken to- 
gether, present a complete survey of 
the agricultural ,industrial and com-} 
mercial capabilities of the Canadian | 
Dominion, from the view-point of the 
latest statistics. The facts seem to 
justify the forecast that the develop- 
ment of Canada will constitute the 
most remarkable economie phenome- 
non of the twentieth century. Let us 
glance, for example, at the data con-| 
cerning the agricultural possibilities | 
of the northwestern provinces, and the 
mineral industries of the Dominion. 

Transformation of the West. 

“It is unquestionably true that the 
great colonizing achievement perform- 
ed by the United States during the 
nineteenth century, to wit, the trans- 
formation of the west from a savaye 
wilderness to a settled, orderly, pros- 
perous, and populous community, is 
now being repeated north of the forty- 
ninth parallel by Canada. As recent- 
ly as 1868 the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany still ruled over a vast empire 
reaching from Labrador to the Pacif- 
ic Wherein commerce Of all kinds, ex- 
cepting the fur trade, was non-exist- 
ant. A narrow belt of cultivated land 
along the rivers near Fort Garry rais- 
ed sufticient food for the meagre popu- 
lation; the nearest railway was hun- 
dreds of miles to the south; and the 


great fertile plains of the far west 
were given up to the Indians, the 
buffalo, anod the fur traders, S 
Increase of Pooulation, | 

{ 


“Today, after the lapse of only three 
and a half decades, these vast plains 
of the west contain nearly a million 
inhabitants. In five years the popu- 
lation has doubled, and there is no 
room to doubt that the ratio of growth 
will be maintained for many years to 
come. The settlement of farming 
lands has been followed by a corres- 
ponding expansion of towns and cit- 
les. Winnipeg, which in 1871 was a 
little frontier outpost, contains, ac- 
cording to the municipal estimate of 
1907, no fewer than 111,000 residents. 
In four years the annual Dominion; 
revenues from customs, excise and 
yost office receipts at this place have 
nereased from $3,000,000 to $6,000,000, 
while the bank clearings have risen 
from a quarter of a billion to half a 
billion dollars. , 

Growth in Cities and Towns. 

“Nor is Winnipeg the only consid- 
erable city in the prairie provinces. 
Both Calgary and Edmonton have; 
good ground tor looking forward to « 
population of one hundred thousand 
“apiece in the course of a few years, 
while Regina (the capital of Sas-

Stock Pested With Flies. 

The grass crops, too, which mean 
so much to the live stock breede, and 
feeder, are splendid. Brome grass 
and timothy promises to yield as high 
as any former year. Wild hay and 
prairie grass are luxuriant, affording 
excellent pasturage, Cattlemen say, 
however, that thougr grass never was 
better, he cattle are not doing as well 
as they would if they were not pest- 
ed with flies. Cattle went on the 
rass later this spring than usual and 
he flies have appeared unusually 
early in the season to such an extent 
that the cattle have left the open 
country and sought the protection of 
the scrub and timber, Drovers say 
it is impossible to drive cattle except 
early in the morning or late in the 
evening on account of the attacks ot 
swarms of he “heel” fly. It is not 
known why this insect was called the 
heel fly. Some say it is because it 
stings the cattle on the heels, while 
others say it is because the cattle 
take to their heels as soon as they 
are bitten or stung. 

Not Fleshing Up Well. 

As a consequence cattle are not 
fleshing up as quickly as the produe- 
ers desire, The fly season, however, 
is a short one and when it is over the 
cattle will quiclky pick up. 

The “heel fly’? appeared in this 
country three years ago and is sup- 
posed to have been introduced from 
Mexico with the Mexican “doggies.” 
They are very swift) and voracious. 
They are ‘somewhat larger than the 
common bol fly that attacks horses. 
They confine their attacks to bovine 
species entirely. —J.B.

Area of Country 

“In the ten year period from 1896 
to 1906 there were 310,000 immigrants 
from Great Britain, and 248,000 from 
non-English speaking countries, 
chiefly those belonging to continental 
Europe. The significance of the fact 
that the three provinces, Manitoba, 
Satkatchewan and Alberta, have tu- 
getier an area of some 550,000 square 
miles is scarcely appreciated until we 
call to mind that they represent a 
territory as large as the thirteenth 
original states of the American union, 
plus the states of Ohio, Indiana and 
Hinois. For 846 miles these prov- 
inces abut on the American border, 
and they run thence northward from 
300 to 500 miles. Nor is it probable 
that anywhere on the earth’s surface 
is there a superficies of equal extent 
Which possesses a higher percentage 
of tillable soil, Wheat is, of course, 
the staple product of the Canadian 
northwest, and there is no beter test 
of fertility. 

Grain Yield in West. 

“Reviewing the official returns for 
the three prairie provinces above 
named, for eight years (1898-1905), Mr. 
John W. Dafoe, editor of the Mani- 
toba Free Press, finds that there was 
an average yield of 19.73 bushels per 
acre, which, for land cropped year 
after year, without any resort to fer- 
tilizers, is an uncommonly high rate. 
The official average of Minnesota dur- 
ing the last census period was but 
14.2 bushels per acre, and that tor 
lowa only 14.7 per acre, In 1905 no 
fewer than 3,849,000 acres in West- 
ern Canada were sown to wheat, and 
the yield was 83,500,000 bushels, an 
average for that year of over 21 bual:- 
els to the acre. The output last year 
was much larger. To handle this en- 
ormous quantity of wheat there are 
1,015 interior elevators with a storage 
capacity of 27,083,000 bushels and ten 
terminal elevators which can 
hold 18,200,000 bushels. In addition 
there are 93 three-roller flour mills 
able to turn out 18,500 barrels a day. 
We should add that the yearly at: 
put of cattle shows a growth in keev- 
ing with the geneval advance of ihe 
country, Last year no fewer than 155,- 
000 head of cattle came into Winnipeg:

By ..we 
completion of this work an eight- 
foot water way will counect the towns 
of Orillia and Barrie with Lindsay, 
Peterboro and other points, making 
a thousand mile ro te for steamers 
through a populos. part of the pro- 
vince. Hon. Rodoiphe Lemieux was 
the principal apeaker at the opening. 
Mr. Lemieux, after reviewing the 
history of canal building on this and 
the European continent, said that the 
Trent Valley canal system was com | 
menced in 1837. Had the same energy 
been applied to it in the past as has 
been the case during the past ten 
years it would have been constructed 
a decade earlier. 

St. Lawrence System. 

The St. Lawrence system gave 4 
stretch of navigation of 1,225 miles 
from Montreal to the head of Lake 
Superior. Besides this great water.

would give a waterway of 200 miles, 
furnishing a second great channel for 
the trade of the west.

Sam was successful on his first 
hunt and soon drove in two. fine 
calves, then, April, 1878, nearly year 
ling buffalo-—-a heifer and a bull. The 
heifer was loose, the bull side-hob 
bled. The milch cows did not take 


kindly to the buffalo, but the buffalo 


persisted in being friendly. They 
finally made friends, for ater a while 
the cows ceased to regard them as 1 
curiosity, and seemed to enjoy their 
presence. Sam rested a few days 
after his first trip, his wife joining 
him in telling me the story of the 
wild chase and the fierce struggle: 
with their captives. The hunt wa: 
ar away, as the buffalo were already 
working to the summer range on the 
Saskatchewan. This would = now 
cause some change in his plans, Be 
ing alone, he was afraid of the 
onemy-—the Indians of the North, He 
would only risk one more hunt and 
informed me I could look for him in 
aight sleeps. If he did not return 
then he hal been attacked by somo 
war party. In that event he hoped 
I would make some effort to look him 
up. When I got up next morning 
Sam was gone, 

Herd Increased to Seven. 

True to his promise, he returned 
at the end of cight days with five 
young buffalo—two bulls and three 
heifers. Kach buffalo was head and 
toot hobbled; the head and jront foo 
tied together, with a skin strap two 
feet long. Hach bull was dragging a 
long lariat, so us to be easily caught 
for night picketing. Sam was well 
pleased to find the first two buffalo 
so contented with the domestic cows 
The miich cows objected ag beluie, 
but the new arrivals .odk kindly to 
iheiy new-found friends, Sam oid 
me they had met with no accident 
He had worked hard--like a white 
man, as he expressed it—the rope 
skinning his hands many times. One 
vould never tell when a buffalo 
would jump for liberty. He told me 
f killing one heifer, which he would 
have liked to have. She had a very 
fine, bright coat. In a bard chase 
ilong the side of a steep coulee, he 
singled her out of a bunch of cows 
He threw his rope and the noose 
settled on her neck. His horse, a 
powerful roan, settled for the shock. 
In snubbing, he gave her too much 
cope, and in the fall, which came an 
instant later, this fine heifer’s neck 
was broken. 

A Sign to Stop. 

His wife advised him to quit now. 
They already had five on the jast 
hunt and she did not like the signs 
brought out by the death of this 
fine animal, She said to ‘him, ‘This 
imeang we must stop.” 

San herded his buffalo with the 
milk stock for five days, resting and 
making arrangements for his — trip 
across the mountains. He was feel- 
ing satisfied with his work, and hope- 
ul tha his peace offering would be 
rccepted, He told me of his route 
of travel, and tlut he would be fil- 
teen sleeps on the way home, Taking 
a small memorandum book from a 
parfleche, he showed me where he 
had six straight marks and then a 
cross for Sunday. He told me he did 
not want to start on his trip home 
on Sunday, and wished to know the 
day of the week, as he had lost his 
reckoning. I put him right, and he 
said he would start on the following 
Monday. 

His buffalo were doing well, and 
were becoming quite docile. All pre- 
parations were made for his depart- 
ure, and he talked hopefully of get- 
ting safely across the mountains. He 
always impressed me as being an 
Indian of marked determination, and 
at no time did it occur to me that 
he would not succeed in his effort. 

On Monday he bade me a cordial 
good-bye, passing out, his wife and 
pack horses in the lead, They had 
disearded the travois with which they 
usually traveled, saying they could 
handle the buffalo better with her 
as a rider. Sam brought up the rear, 
the buffalo following the pack horses, 
The three bulls were head and toot 
hobbled, the four heifers loose; seven 
head in all is my recollection of the 
buneh, 

Of the trip to the Teton River, to 
the Sun River, to the Dearborn and 
up that stream to the Cadotte Pass 
[ have heard no word; of the crossing 
of these streams at this season, of 
the trip over the main range, down

As I understand the story, Sam had 
no time or opportunity to meet the 
fathers and tender his peace offer- 
ney

The Commissioners’ Report. 

Before replying to the condem- 
natory charge brought against us 
in regard to the regrettable sus- 
pension, for the present, of the 
proposed paving and track-laying 
on Namayo avenue, we deem it 
advisable to relate the facts in 
connection with street paving 
initiated by the city council ef 
1906 and put into operation by 
the present year’s council and the 
action of the commissioners in 
carrying out instructions either 
laid upon them = advisedly or 
forced upon them by untoward 
circumstances, with the full 
knowledge and consent of the 
legislative body representing tlre 
ratepayers. 

At meeting No. 41, June 28th, 
1906, City Engineer R. R. Keely, 
at the request of the council, 
submitted an estimate of cost for 
the paving of portions of Jasper 


avenue and First street with 
creosote blocks or asphalt, on 
which no action was taken, At 
meeting No. 65, October 16th, 
1906, another .report from City 
Engineer Keely. was submitted, 
accompanied by a_ letter from 


W. H. Harvey & Co., Vancouver, 
offering to supply carbolineum 
blocks to the amount of 30,000 
square yards if offer was accept- 
ed by October 25th, 1906. Mr. 
Keely strongly recommended this 
paving material and approved of 
the price. The following resolu- 
tion was adopted on motion v¥ 
Cal- 


Aldermen Griesbach and 
houn: 

“That in the opinion of the 
council it is desirable that Jasper 
avenue irom Namayo to Fourth 
street, Namayo avenue from 


Jasper to Sutherland, and First 
street from Jasper to C.N.R. 
tracks be paved and that the 
commissioners be instructed to 
report. on same with an estimate 
of cost.”” 

Alderman Calhoun also sug- 
gested that Harvey & Co. be re- 
quested to extend their time to 
10th November, which was ap- 
proved. Report of commission- 
ergs No. 161 was submitted at the 
following meeting (October 19th, 
1906), which report was" laid on 
the table for further considera- 
tion. On October 23rd, 1906, 
the commissioners were instruct- 
ed to wire for a further extension 
of time to November 15th, which 
was allowed by telegram sub- 
mnitted at meeting on November 
Ist, at which meeting a telegram 
was read from Mayor May, who 
was then in the east, asking 
council to withhold decision un- 
til his return as he had a report 
to submit as a result of his in- 
quiries. 

Mayor May’s report 
mitted on November $th, strong- 
ly recommending biculithic paver 
ment, At the same time tenders 
were submitted from the Warren 
Bituminous Paving Company (for 
50,000 ‘square yards of bitulithic) 
and the Kettle River Quarries 
Company (lor creosote _ block). 
Decision, however, was withheld. 
On November Mth, 1906, a deci- 
sion was arrived at and the iol- 
lowing resolution was adopted on 
Griesbach

motion of Aldermen 

and Latta: 

“That Jasper avenue from 
Ninth street to Kinistino be 


paved with bitulithiec pavement, 
and that First street (Jasper to 
Isabella), Namayo avenue (Jasper 
to Sutherland), and Macdougail 
avenue (Jasper to Elizabeth) be 
paved with carbolineum wood 
blocks, and that the mecessary 
notices, be given, by-laws brought 
down and proceedings taken to 
enable orders to be placed.” 

The solicitor was also instruct- 
ed to draw agreements on the 
understanding that they would 
not be binding till confirmed by 
the burgesses. These  instruc- 
tions were carried out as reported 
by commissioners’ report No, 173, 
November 17th, 1906, submitted 
at meeting on 20th November. 
This report dealt with street rail- 
way track laying in conjunction 
with paving, recommended a 
method of apportioning the cost 
between the city and the property 
owners, and suggested as a time- 
saving measure the circulating of 
petitions for signature by — pro- 
perty owners to be affected there- 
by. This report was adopted and 
acted upon. The by-law was also 
submitted and provisionally pass- 
ed at this meeting, the date of 
voting being fixed for Monday, 
the 17th December. When peti- 
tions were being circulated the 
property owners on McDougall 
street altered their prayer to read 
‘vom College to Isabella street,” 
and when this was pointed out to 
the solicitor he decided that the 
latitude allowed in the by-law was 
sufficient, if the council should 
approve, the more especially as it 
was highly improbable that the 
whole of the contemplated work 
could be accomplished during the 
present season and continuation 
and extensions would no doubt, be 
undertaken next season, necessi- 
tating the submission of a new 
by-law then.

3—Namayo avenue, from Jasper 
avenue to Clark street, also 
from Clark street to Suther- 
land street, 14,385 yards, 

4—First street, from Jasper 
avenue to Isabella street, 
10,600 yards. 

It was moved by Aldermen 
Calhoun and Smith and carried: 
“That these petitions be granted, 
the work to be carried out as soon 
as the city is in-aeposition to do 
same, and provided that ail water 
mains and sewers are laid upon 
said streets.” 

The commissioners proceeded to 
lay out the work to the best ad- 
vantage, it being the intention 
then to have the bitulithic pav- 
ing first done on the central por- 
tion of Jasper avenue and the 
block paving on Namayo avenue, 
and the engineer was instructed to 
push forward the water and 
sewer service connection work. 
With this object in view service 
connections, on Namayo avenue 
were carried on during the winter 
under the most adverse weather 
conditions. Our intentions were 
frustrated largely by these wea- 
ther eonditions, and when the 
contractors were ready to com- 
inence operations this spring, to 
avoid unreasonable delay to them, 
we were compelled to accept the 
engineer’s advice and start them 
on Jasper avenue west of Fourth 
street and on McDougall street 
north of Elizabeth street. We did 
not regard this, however, as en- 
tailing any serious consequences, 
as we anticipated then carrying 
on the work ior the whole season 
to the full capacity of the con- 
tractors in such a manner as to 
obtain an equalization by close 
of season. Namayo avenue 
was being prepared with a view 
to starting work there immedi- 
ately after work was completed 
on DeDougall from May to Cal- 
lege; some trouble was occasion- 
ed on McDougall by building 
operations ut ‘lelephone Central 
and Imperial Bank, and the neces- 


sity of keeping the street trom 
Jasper to College clear during 
exhibition week, to overcome 
which the work north of Eliza- 
beth street was put in hand 
first. When the present finan- 


cial stringency was brought home 
to us first and a limitation of 
bank credit was put upon us, it 
became necessary to so arrange 
our affairs that our liabilities 
should be met as they became due 
and it was, immediately apparent 
that drastic measures must be 
adopted and our undertaking cur- 
tailed wherever possible. ‘Lo.ac- 
complish this we took up the 
question at once with botn pay- 
ing contractors, as any departure 
from the written contract coulda 
only be made with the consent of 
the contractors.

After he had time to fully con- 
sidey the matter, he insisted up-

surplus 20,000 square yards of 
blocks still te deliver (the out 
put of his mill contracted — for 


entirely on our account and now 
thrown upon his hands for a 
whole season, upon the security 
of which he was financing — his 
business) as the only terms upon 
which he would agree to the sus- 
pension of the contract without 
inde: ification. He positively 
refused to do any work upon 

Namayo avenue unless he was 


to be allowed to continue it for 
the balance of the season. This 
we had to accept as hia bes. 
terms. joth contractors have 
been requested to slow down 


their work so that there may be 
no cessation and the disburse- 
ments on account might be spread 
over a longer period, carrying 
them into September, 

A special informal meeting of 
the council was convened on the 
Ist July, when the situation was 
laid fully and fairly before the 
aldermen present, who  unani- 
mously agreed to the acceptance 
of these terms. We are sorry to 
learn now that some of the alder- 
men present appear not to have 
fully understood the terms of 
settlement, although all had an 
equal opportunity. 

To recapitulate and in answer 
to the charges in the order in 


which they are set forth, your 

commissioners say: 

(1) That with reference to the 
statement that your commis. 
sioners have disregarded 
your decisions and set at 


nought your authority is ab; 
solutely untrue, 

2) That owing to the fact that 
water and sewer mains had 
been laid on Namayo during 
the winter and that the work 
required to be almost entirely 
done over again in the spring, 
Namayo avenue was not in as 
good condition as McDougall 


street for paving, and upon 
the recommendation of the 
city engineer the work was 
commenced on MeDougall 
street 

(3) With regard to ‘the statement 
that the Commissioners de-

liberately ordered the work to 
begin one block further north, 
at May street, and that the 
commissioners have  authefre 
ized more work to be done 
than was covered by the 
original by-law, we desire to 
point out again the fact that 
the work that has been done 
and which is now going for- 
ward is authorized by a peti- 
tion from the residents abutt- 
ing on the property affected 
and assented to by your 
honorable body, and thnt the 
by-law is so drawn as to per- 
mit of such extension when 
undertaken upon petition as 
above set out. 

(4) With regard_to the statement 

j that while endeavoring to re- 
trench the matter of expendi- 
ture your commissioners gave 
a contract for new work on 
McDougall street. The matter 
is fully covered by the explan- 
ation hereinbefore given and 
referred to in paragraph 3 
hereof and in the statement of 
facts set forth in the forego- 
ing. 

With regard to sub-paragraph 
“b,”” your commissioners say that 
with reference to the portion of 
McDougall street referred to, the 
residents there and the council 
have passed upon the same and 
the transaction is legal. 

With regard to sub-paragraph 
“ce,” your commissioners would 
say that if the state of Namayo 
avenue igs not all that can be de- 
sired it is one of the unfortunate 
circumstances growing out of the 
financial position in which the 
city finds itself, and in any event 
before Namayo avenue can be 
paved the sewer trenches will 
have to be thoroughly filled in 
and tamped, and when that work 
has been completed, as is being 
arranged for, your commissjoners 
believe that the street can be 
made sufficiently passable to be 
satisfactory to the nsers thereof, 
at an early date. : 

With regard to sub-paragraph 
“d,." that the paving on Me- 
Dougall street, where the work is 
now going forward, is absurd, 
your commissioners would say 
that whether it is absurd or not 
is scarcely the point at issue, jin- 
asmuch as the city legally 
bound to have it done, and it 
Yests upon the city to carry out 
its agreement with the contrac- 
tors, and the city can only escape 
liability in the matter by mutual 
understanding with the various 
contractors. 

With reference to the copclud- 
ing paragraph of toe complaint, 

would 
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your commissioners say 
that they fully realize that in 
carrying out the policy of — re- 
trenchment decided upon by the 
council much trouble and an- 
noyance must necessarily arise, 
and since some portions of the 
work contemplated must be left 
undone, many residents of the 
@iy will feel that they have a 


grievance against the administra- 
tion, but it is the business and 
the duty of your commissioners 


to carry out the instructions of 
the council in the best dnterests 
of the city, irrespective of the 


criticisms of those who feel that 
they have been discriminated 
against. It is readily admitted 
that the paving companies were 
ready and willing to undertake 
and complete work in all direc. 
tions, but the ability of the city 
to pay for the work is the whole 
question, and the readiness and 
willingness of the contractors to 
do the work was one of the 
serious difficultiés to be  con- 
fronted by the commissioners in 
their endeavors to obtain a satis- 


factory settlement of the whole 
question without indemnifying 
these contractors jor the work 


which they were ready and will- 
ing to do, but which we asked 
them to lay over until next year. 

Your commissioners would fur- 
there state that in the complaint 
laid before you, while the com. 
missioners are referred to in terms 
of somewhat unnecessary harsh- 
ness, the actions complained of 
are not the actions of the com- 
missioners, but the actions of 
your honorable body, and your 
commissioners would further urge 
that in the present financial 
stringency and in carrying out 
the policy of retrenchment decid- 
ed upon by your honorable body, 
the utmost firmness and courage 
should be shown by those who 
are responsible for the handling 
of the city’s financial resources, 
and the commissioners expect 
and feel that they have a right to 
expect, the support, confidence 
and consideration of your honor- 
able body at this time if bene- 
ficial results for the city are to 
be achieved, .
